IN FORTY MINUTES 


SCHNETTLER WEPT DURING 
FOLE’S ARGUMENT. 


First Defendant in Boodle Trials to Ex- 
hibit Emotion—Case Went to Jury 
12:50, but Court Adjourned 
Until @. 


At 2:30 o’elock this afternoon the jury 
pronounced John H. Schnettler guilty of 
bribery. and fixed his punishment at four 
years in te state penitentiary. 

Only one ballot was taken to reach the 
-verdict, The jury .was in deliberation 4 
minutes. 

Schnettled, who was in the corridor while 
the jury was out, returned to the court- 
room when the return of the jurors was 
announced. 

The defendant was extremely pale and 

ad the appearance of a man who had 
nerved himseif to face a dreadful ordeal. 

His belief that a verdict of guilty had 
been found was written on his face. He 
is the only one of the men thus far for 
perjury or bribery who has shown such 
emotion. 

Schnettler took hi sseat in the prisoner’s 
dock and sat perfectly still while the jury 
read the verdict. 

The jury was polled and the defendant 
remained seated while his counsel was at- 
tending to his bond. 


SCHNETTLER WEPT. 

Tears came to the eyes of John H. 
Schnettler at noon today, when Circuit 
Attorney Folk, during his argument for 
the State in the bribery trial, vehemenently 
denounced Schnettier and said that the 
defendant had shown depravity instead 
high purpose and intent to fulfill the tiust 
Biven him by the people. 

Schnettler is the first defendant in the 
boodle trials to show any emotion and 
@pectators were amazed. Instead of the 
cool, even, impudent composure of sume 
of the others, Schnettier’s face sirst grew 
Ped. 

‘-ecasionally he sto'e furtive glances t>- 
Ward the jury, as if to gauge the ctlect of 
the circuit attorney's speech. 

Mr. Folk did not minte matters. He re- 
erred to the testimony showing the good 
- @haracter of ithe defendant. and said that

Financial Provisions Made for Change 
—A Trip Through the “Hole” on 
an Engine—Signal System Is 
Modern and Complete. 


The Terminal tunnel, for 28 years the 
nightmare and smoke bath of passengers 
on trains entering and leaving St. Louis, 
will soon cease to obscure the city’s en- 
trance to arriving visitors. 

Relief from the tunnel’ was made cer- 
tain at the meeting held yesterday by the 
Terminal Association's director’s, who voted 
to increase the capital stock for the purpose 
of building an elevated loop over the levee. 

The increase of stock voted for this and 
other important improvements was from 
$12,000,000 to $30,000,000. 

World's Fair visitors who come on trains 
crossing the Eads bridge will see the river 
front from a high trestle from which trains 
will descend to the Union Station yards. 
Only freight trains will run through the 
tunnel. 


UPPER WORLD HEARS TUNNEL. 
- When the roar of traffic ceases at mid- 
night and the noises of the city are stilled, 
there often comes to the ears of the belated 
pedestrian on Washingiun avenue east of 
Seventh street, the rumble of a train of 
cars and the weird tol! of an engine bell.

 S§T. LOUIS TUNNEL UNIQUE. 

The St. Louis tunnel-is, in many respects, 
one of the most unique urban institutions 
of its kind in the United States. Lenger 
tunnels have been built under cities in this 
|country, but at-the time of the building of 
the. St.. Louis tunnel it enjoyed the dis- 
| tihetion of being the only one of its kind. 

Beforé the completion of the Eads bridge 
across the Mississippi the conditions at its 
westérn end were such that railroads en- 
tering the city over it could find no suf- 
ficient.termini In the immediate vicinity. 
The present Union station and the vast 
traffiC yards were planned, and the only 
possible way tO them, the tunnel was de- 
sjgned and eonstructed, the opening of both 
to traffic’ being simultaneous on July 4, 
1874. The day marked an era in the prog- 
ress of the city, and the opening of the 
gateways to the commerce of the East waa 
appropriately celebrated. 

The tunnel was designed by and con- 
structed under the supervision of Chief En- 
gineer James B. Eads and Assistant Engin- 
eer Col, Henry Flad, father of Water Com- 
missioner Flad of St. Louis. 

The construction of the tunnel was un- 
accompanied by difficulty of any sort. The 
sell through which it was excavated yleld- 
ed readily, and little rock was encountered. 
The method of cutting was in open 
trenches, such as is being used in’ con- 
structing the great New Ycrk subway. 
Frem the river bank to Clark avenue and 
Eighth street great open cuts were dug 
and the earth hauled away. Twv tunnels 
of masonry were then bullt in the cut and 
covered over with earth to the street 
levels, which were then paved. 

The tunnals lie side by side, separated 
by a wall three feet thick, with openings 
every 2 feet to permit passage from one 
to the othas. Each-tunnel is 15 fect wide 


height is 16 feet from the rails to the top 
of the atch. The side and center walls are 
of heavy stone masonry, and the arches 
are of five-brick rowlock construction. 


_ GRADE 24 FEET TO MILE. 

The grade is from Main street to tha 
west portal, a fall of about 2% feet in a 
mile | ; 

The tunnel runs from the end of Eads 
bridge into the ground beneath St. Louis 
at Washington avenue, under the center of 
which it proceeds to the corner of Seventh 
street. There it curves to the southwest 
diagonally under the block between Sey enth 
and Eighth streets and Washington ave- 
nue and St. Charles street. It passes cross. 
wise under heavy bulldings, occupying the 
space that would otherwise be utilized by

Case Referred to President Tansey of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, Who

A mercantile war, in which the quality 
and condition of a ceftain grain is the 
chief factor, and which involves thousands 
of dollars, has been inaugurated by the 
Thyson Commission Co., representing 
Thomas A. Cleage, the cofn king. 

The firm filed a pictest with President 
Tangey of the Merchants’ Exchange yes- 
terday against the dclivery of grain which 
was deficient in quality and which the 
company claims is not of the contract 


President Tansey referred the matter to 
the grain inspection committee and the 
question will. be subjected to arbitration. 
The war resolves itself into a battle be- 
tween Mr. Cleage and the elevator con- 
cerns, the United, the Mississippi Valley 
end the Rogers compunies. The Thyson 
Commission. Co, clilms that already over 
600,000 bushels of corn have been delivered, 
a great deal of which was accepted under 
protest. 

The company claims that thousands of 
bushels of corn are now stored on the flat 
ground floor of an old warehouse, not even 
in bins, and that three days of soft weath- 
er would spoil le while the rules prescribe 


_ MADE A TEST. 
In order to show that their protest was 


| right and proper, Mr. John Thyson placed |

company, on the tabres of the Exchange 
floor and had Chief State Grain Inspector 
Gooding and his chief deputy, Mr. Bears, 
examine it. 


experts admitted that out of the 12 pans 
of samples five were not No. 2, although 
it was delivered as such. And here is 
where the rub comes. The exchange com- 
mittee holds that it connot declaré what 
grade corn is, but can simply pass upon 
the actual condition and quality of it. 

The committee holds that the question 
of grade must be decided by the state in- 
spection board or the state inspection ar- 
bitration commitee, and it is expected that 
the matter will be arbitrated as soon as 
the committee reports the result of its 
investigation. 

CLEAGE WILL FIGHT. 

Mr. Cleage, through the Thyson Commis- 
sion Co., announces that he will fight the 
matter to the bitter end; and it is antici- 
pated that there will be developments of a 
startling nature in.a very short time. The 
fight is already being felt and is creating 
no end of discussion on the exchange floor. 

A number of dealers who owe Mr. Cleage 
com approached him yesterday and madé 
application for @ settlement. He told them 
to go into the pit and buy it; that tn the 
pit was where he got his; that he had no 
trouble getting it, and he anticipated that 
they would have no more trowhble in getting 
theirs. 

The 600,000 bushels which have already 
been delivered to Mr. . Cleage represent 
over $259,000 in cash, and as deliveries are 
being made in great quantities if can be 
imagined to what a financial height the 
fight the “corn king’’ Is making on the 
elevator companies may come to.

HIGH TRIBUTE TO WORKERS 


PERSONNEL OF A MOS TREMARK- 
ABLE CONVENTION. 


Pen Pictures of the Labor Leaders and 
the Men of Great Affairs Who 
Met in Intelligent Dis- 
cussion. 
BY JAMES CREELMAN. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Whatever may 
have been accomplished by the three days’ 
debate between capital, labor and public 
opinion in the National Civic Federation, 
it is safe to say that Senator Hanna ex- 
pressed the sense of the discussion in his 
closing speech when he declared he was in 
favor of trade agreements and compulsory 
investigation of labor conflicts, and op- 
posed to the incorporation of trusts. And, 
to add weight to his argument in favor of 
trade agreements between organized em- 
ployes and organized employers, he paid 
a strong tribute to the bituminous coal 
miners who refused to break their con- 
tract, even to help the men in the anthra- 
cite flelds, to win the greatest strike in his- 
tory. Every man who spoke declared that 
the only hope of solving the difficulties of 
capital and labor was joint agreement aft- 
er reasonable face-to-face discussion, 

FIVE POINTS DEVELOPED. 

When the great discussion had ended five 
points had heen developed—the necessity 
for an official investigation of industrial 
conflicts as a means of compelling sgettle- 
ments; the unanimity of organized labor 
for an eight-hour day and the general op- 
position to the idea among employers, un- 
less it can be accomplished gradually and 
everywhere at once; the determined oppo- 
sition of organized labor to the incorpora- 
tion of trades unions; the, practical and 
smooth working of trade agreements as in 
struments for industrial peace; and the 
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| the: wenteieras now eratiag in the 


United States serate. It is a ticklish sub- 
ject, and one which has divided capital and 
labor in this three days’ argument. Not 
even tho suggestion that the workingmen 
of the country would stand by the pro- 
tective tariff in defetise of American in- 
dustrial system based on an eight-hour 
day—a note that was sounded by several 
spenkers—brought the slightest prospect of 
harmcny between capital and labor on the 
eight-hour question; for If labor pleaded 
that shorter hours made a keener and bet- 


| ter workman, capital replied that it would 


be a scrious handicap to industry to have 
machinery stand idle for two hours more. 

The men who have participated in this 
confererice have teen an interesting set. 
The short rows of faces in the little hall 
were not strikingly characteristic, and one 
found oneself speculating whether a par- 
ticular man were a labyr leader, only to 
discover him to be the president of an en- 
millioned corporation; and the pale ascetic, 
echolarly person who viewed you through 
gold-rinnmed spectacles turned out tc be 
@ strike leader. 


REMARKABLE GATHERING. 

Index. The man who iooked most like a 
Wall street banker, proved to be Mr. Gar- 
land, who lead the Homestead strike; s0 
that in outward appeaance, at least, there 
is no marked difference between the cap- 
tains of capital and the captains of labor 
in America. 

President Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, sounded a stirring note 
when he declared that the American trades 
unions would not wait for an eight-hour 
day till other countries adopted it. They 
want it now. An cight-hour day made a 
live workman. England and the United 
States dominated the market#of the world 
because they shortened the work and im- 
proved the conditions of labor. 


Then Mr. Gompers touched en the ques- 
tion which nearly every other speaker had 
avoided—the strike breaker or “‘scab.’” He 
did not deny the legal right of any man to 
work for whom he pleased, and on any 
conditions; but there was something be- 
yond the legal right—the moral obligation. 
A man dwelling on an open plain might set 
fire to his hut and be within his rights, 
but the same man might not set fire to 
his dwelling in a crowded city. The strike 
breaker was a moral wrong-doer. 

Now up rose Archbishop Ireland to ask 
whose business it was to enforce what was 
believed to bé moral right or punish what 
was moral wrong—the state or the labor 
union? Was organized labor to take the 
authority of the state in its own hands?

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tall archbishop, who insisted that a church 
had a right to put its own code of ethics, 
but it had not right to go into public places 
and say to rival churches, “If you don't 
accept this, I'll fiz you.” 

DOES NOT RELY ON FORCE. 

But the thing was straightened out when 
Mr. Gompefrs declared that organized labor 
did not rely on force, but had a right to 
refuse to associate with nonunion men; 
whereat, the archbishop afterward ac- 
knowledged that there was something mor- 
ally wrong about men who would ge!l their 
labor in trying to pull down the interests 
of labor, although he still insisted that no 
striker had a right to use against a non- 
striker ‘‘moral intimidattion equivalent to 
physical intimidation. At this there was 
applause in the room from both capital and 
labor. 

President Barber, of the Diamond Match 
Co., declared that ths present prosperity 
of America was due to the organization of 
capital and not of labor, and insisted that 
unionism must recognize that the law of 
industrtal progress was the survival of the 
fittest. Another striking figure in the de- 
bate wus Mr. Garland who as the presi- 
dent of the organized iron and steel work- 
ers conducted the historic Homestead 
strike. He advocated piece work wages, 
which had been denounced by the organized 
labor leaders. He also argued for an elght- 
hour day, declaring that an eight-hour 
day in the rolling mills had resulted in i1n- 
creasing the produetion of the plants from 
seven ‘‘heats’’ to nine, and had introduced 
“the turn,, system.

But it was possible 
that a strike breaker might be a high mind- 
ed, sincere idealist, who desired to be 
free from the trammels of a trades union. 
If he was a selfish opportunist, willing to 
take advantag? of what trades unlons won, 
but eage> to desert the cause of labor for 
his own advantage, he deserved contempt, 
even though he were legally right. 

Rut it would never pay crranized labor to 
violate the law. Better to lose a duzen 
strikes than abandon the law. There was 
no analogy between a strike and war. In 
war there was no arbiter but force. In a 
strike the government was the arbiter. 
Therefore the methods of war were not 
justifiable in a strike. 

Final note was uttered when Mr. Barnes, 
secretary of the Amalgamated Association 
of Miners of England, warned America 
not to be too ready to believe that Eng- 
land was decaying industrially. 
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With whip and with rein.

In the 28 years of its operation not a life 
has been lost in the St. Louis railway tun- 
nel due to carelessness or disregard of 
signals resulting in collision or derailment. 

The amount of business done through the 
tunnel since its completion has steadily 
grown. 

For the year ending Aug. 30, 1875, only 
29,000 loaded and empty freight cars passed 
through the tunnel, an average of only 80 
cars, or about four trains, a day. 

Today there are an average of 180 move- 
ments over the tunnel tracks in both di- 
rections every 24 hours, ranging from 160 
to 200.. Of these 100 are regular passenger 
trains. 60 freight and 30 light engines. 

In the early days, as now, the passenger 
business was congested between the hours 
of 7 to 9, both morning and evening, the

tunnel portal, destined through the tun- 
nel, the method of procedure is as follows: 

In the case of an east-bound train, the 
operator at the west end signals to the 
operator at the east end. that he desires to 
have his eutrance signals unlocked, by 
pressing a button which controls a call bell 
used for this purpose to economize time. 

All conditions being right, the east end 
operator answers the call, at the same 
time shifting the key of his unlocking In- 
strument, which move unlocks the corre- 
sponding instrunfent at the west end, an 
nouncing the fact by dropping the arm of 
a miniature semaphore placed above this 
instrument. 

The leverman at the west end now shifts 
his unlocking key, thereby releasing the 
levers operating the entrance signal. This 
signal being placed in the proceed position, 
the train enters the tunnel.

mitless remorse, however sincere; that 
sin which comes from mere weakness, love 
‘+f luxury, lack of stability, is no less than 
the sin of actual vic!ousness; that sin rec- 
ognizes not the provocation and has no 
subdivisions. Sin is sin. Mere weeping is 
no atonement, which comes only with 


death. 

Certainly if we go to theaters to hear 
ermons, ‘‘Iris’’ fills the bill, but again, l 
nsist that the majority of theater-goers go 
o the theater to be entertained, and if 
‘nyone can find entertainment in a weep- 
ng. wailing, sniveling woman, they can 
io more than 1 can.

The public spirit which he 
aroused and heated white hot was behind them. Without it they 
would have been paralyzed at the start and without Nast the 
popular indignation would never have risen to such heights or 
gathered such force: That Nast’s power was appreciated was 
attested by Tweed’s rejected offer of $500,0% to ‘“‘shut up.”
